New Ordinance Would 


Regulate Trash Times 


Atits regular meeting on Mon- 
day, December 4, the Romulus 
City Council voted to require resi- 
dents and businesses who use 
the City's trash and recyclables 
collection service to meet newly 
established time guidelines for 
putting out refuse and picking up 
containers. If the proposed ordi- 
nance receives a second reading 
and final adoption in its current 
form, it will be illegal to take refuse 
to the curbside earlier than 4 p.m. 
on the day before collection, or to 
leave empty containers out past 9 
p.m. on collection day. Violators 
could be ticketed.

Vining Road a "Go" 

At a special meeting of the 
Romulus City Council held on 
Tuesday, November 21, Council 
voted to accept an additional $3.5 
million in State grant money for 
the proposed Vining Road inter- 
change — a project considered to 
be essentialfor the success of the 
planned Metro World develop- 
ment. The extra $3.5 million brings 
the State's portion of the project to 
$10.5 million; picking up the bal- 
ance of the tab for the $16.5-mil- 
lion project will be developers ($4 
million) and the City ($2 million).

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City, Schools Host Holiday Happenings 


With both the City of Romulus and 
the Romulus Community Schools host- 
ing holiday programs this weekend, resi- 
dents will have the perfect opportunity 
to combine the holiday spirit with some 
community spirit, as well! 
Tree-lighting Ceremony 

The City's offering, of course, is the 
annual Tree-lighting Ceremony, set for 
Friday, December 8, at Romulus His- 
toric Park (located Downtown on Hunt 
Street behind the Post Office). The event 
will kick off with caroling, which will 
begin at about 6 p.m. and continue until 
about 6:30 p.m:, when Santa (who'll be 
hitching a ride in a helicopter, thanks to 
the generosity of David James, owner 
of Helicopter Airways at Metro Airport) 
"drops in" to officiate at the tree-lighting 
and make his first official appearance in 
the City. The party will then move on to 
Wick Elementary School (36900 Wick 
Road), where refreshments will be 
served to all who come to sit in Santa's 
lap and tell him their Christmas wishes. 

Also taking part in the City's event- 
ful evening will be the Romulus Histori- 
cal Society, which has invited the com- 
munity to stop in at the Museum (also in 
Historic Park) between 6 and 7 p.m. to 
enjoy decorative displays and enter- 
tainment reminiscent of an old-fash- 
ioned Christmas. Included among the 
exhibits will be three cases featuring 
holiday displays of Christmas cards, 
ornaments, and sheet music from days 


gone by, as well as "period" trees deco- 
rated with ornaments from the 1920s, 
‘30s, '40s, '50s, and '60s. And music 
performed by "The Golden Griffon 
Stringtet” — a dulcimer-guitar duo fea- 
turing Loretta Vickerman and Jim 
McKinney —will provide the perfect nos- 
talgic backdrop from 6 to 6:30 p.m. 
Finally, anyone wishing to donate the 
gift of a new, unwrapped toy to a needy 
child may bring one to place under the 
Museum's largest tree; all toys will be 
given to the Romulus Goodfellows.

On Saturday, December 9, Romu- 
lus High School's Class of 1997 will 
sponsor a Christmas Craft Show in the 
atrium and cafeteria of the High School 
(9650 Wayne Road) from 10 a.m. to 4 
p.m.

The nu- 
merous crafters who have already re- 
served table space will offer a variety of 
wares for sale, including quilted and 
cross-stitch pieces, fabric crafts, wall 
hangings, custom-designed t-shirts, 
applique and sequin shirts, yard flags, 
music bags, prayer rocks, dolls, wood 
toys, hand-painted wood bird houses, 
shelves and signs, framed mottos, ce- 
ramic items, jewelry, plastic jewelry, 
decorated candy jars, grapevine 
wreaths, angels, Christmas ornaments 
and florals, "kissing balls,” lighted Christ- 
mas trees, custom-made bows, and 
Kwanzaa wreaths.

Wadsworth Sends Letter 
to State's Department of 


Environmental Quality 


Dear Mr. Harding (of the DEQ): 

| am writing you in the hopes you 
can prevent Environmental Disposal 
Systems, Inc. (EDS) from drilling anew 
"test" well in the City of Romulus. It 
sickens me to think that governmental 
agencies might grant EDS the permis- 
sion to drill another well in ourcity, when 
the previous "test" well is currently sit- 
ting idle while this issue is in litigation. 
How can the Department of Environ- 
mental Quality (DEQ) permitthis to hap- 
pen when very serious legal questions 
exist with the existing well? 

EDS's track record from the start of 
this project has been poor and they 
have not been up front with the citizens 
of Romulus. 

Here are just a few examples: 

e There was never a notice of the 
proposed public hearing published 
in the official Romulus newspaper. 

« The documents to be reviewed were 
located in the Dearborn Public 
Library, not the Romulus Public 
Library. 

e Mr. Al Rarick, while working for the 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources (MDNR), priorto retiring, 
issued the permits for EDS. Mr. Al 
Rarick now works as a consulting 
expert for EDS. 

¢ EDS did not appear in front of the 
Romulus Planning Commission prior 
to constructing the well, as required 
by City ordinance. 

e EDS never appeared before the 
Zoning Board of Appeals until forced 
by the courts.

EDS has repeatedly told City offi- 
cials that the City has no jurisdiction 
overtheir planned development. To force 
EDS to follow all zoning guidelines, as 
every other company in the City does, 
the City of Romulus was forced to take 
legal action. The Wayne County Circuit 
Court ruled that the City does have the 
right to enforce its zoning ordinances. 
The Federal Court dismissed EDS's 
$103,000,000 lawsuit which was filed 
against myself, other Council members, 
the Mayor and the Building Department 
Director. To date, the City of Romulus 
has spent more than $427,653 in legal 
fees fighting an EPA- and DNR-permit- 
ted well, and the case has not even 
gone to trial yet. 

| question what this hazardous 
waste deep well will do to our city in 
twenty, thirty or even fifty years from 
now. | question the close proximity of 
our residential neighborhoods and the 
means of transporting the hazardous 
waste by trucks and trains to the well 
site. It has been acommon occurrence 
to read in the newspapers how cities 
have been evacuated because of leak- 
ing trucks or trains containing hazara- 
ous substances. 

The City of Romulus has a grass 
roots organization called RECAP 
(Romulus Environmentalists Care About 
People) which opposes this well. They 
don't stand to make millions of dollars 
onthis developmentlike EDS. This small 
group only asks to live in their neighbor- 
hoods without fear, and with the hope 
that, in the future, the halting of the well 
will prevent a negative impact on their 
community. 

This councilman is adamantly op- 
posed to any commercial disposal well 
in this city or anywhere in this state! 
Companies should be recycling and 
reusing their waste, not pumping it down 
into the ground. 

In closing, |am asking for your help 
in preventing the drilling of another well 
until all issues have been decided in the 
courts on the previous idle "test" well.

2 slices 9-grain or whole-wheat bread, 
cut in 1" cubes 

In food processor or blender, place 
tomatoes, cucumber, scallions, vinegar, 
and whole garlic clove; process, in 
pulses, until vegetables are chunky. Pour 
into a large bowl. Stirin vegetable juice, 
tarragon and pepper sauce, if using. 
Salt to taste. Cover and refrigerate until 
well chilled. 

Just before serving, in medium skil- 
let, melt margarine with oil; add the 
minced garlic. Add bread cubes; toss to 
coat. Cook and stir just until bread be- 
gins to brown, about 2-3 minutes. Top 
each serving equally with croutons.

goodies. It is virtually a floating salad! 
The croutons add crunchto this refresh- 
ing soup without the extra fat. Since 
gazpacho is served chilled, just pop it in 
the refrigerator and bring it to work for 
lunch.
